A “Furniture Style Show” of today is 
incomplete without examples of the artistic 
creations of the Fourteenth Century, some­ 
times called 
the 
“Revival Period,” or 
"Renaissance.” 
The “Early Renaissance” period, 1400 
to 
1500, developed in Florence, Italy, 
through Brunelleschi and his followers, in 
Rome by Donato the teacher of Raphael, 
and in Venice under Palladio. 
The student who understands his Greek 
and Roman will very readily recognize the 
Renaissance 
spirit, 
although 
outside of 
Italy the classic motifs were often liberally 
interpreted in combination with cartouche, 
strap forms and shields; 
survival of the 
Crusader motifs. 
The centaur, showing the fore part of a 
man and the hind part of a horse, was fre­ 
quently combined with a liberal system of 
scroll?. 
Masks, the female form, birds, 
animals and trophies were conspicuous. 
The furniture was sometimes supple­ 


mented by painted decorations on gilt 
grounds prepared in a gesso material. 
Inlays of ebony, ivory and metal, repre­ 
senting floral, landscapes, and historic de­ 
signs were frequently employed. 
Mural 
work became extravagantly elaborate af­ 
ter 1500. 


The age of oak extended from about 
1500 to about 1600. 
The age of walnut 
was then generally taken up and extended 
to about 1700; mahogany 1730. 


In 1530 furniture with a framework and 
panels as well as chairs began to adopt a 
really new order. 
Pieces of furniture be­ 
came more complex, with columns, porti­ 
cos, pediments, niches, friezes, cartouches, 
caryatids, etc., constituting veritable little 
monumental facades. 
It is to this period that we owe the 
present-day achievements, especially in din­ 
ing room furniture, called the “Italian 
Renaissance, 
representing the expansion 
of Italian art and science.

Through 
a Sieve 
Woven Fine 
Than Silk 


Portland cement, to meet 
the exacting specifications 
of leading engineering soci­ 
eties and the United States 
G overnm ent, must be 
ground so fine that at least 
78 per cent will pass a sieve 
having 200wires per linear 
inch. A silk handkerchief 
has but 110 threads per inch 
— an excellent quality of 
silk dress goods 187 threads. 
The watch in your pocket hardly 
calk for a more complicated and 
carefully adjusted proc es* of manu­ 
facture than the making cl cement. 
Grinding is only one of the many 
operations required to make it. 
Yet in grinding alone, tee what is 
requited: 
The rocks from the quarry, often 
as big as a piano and heavier, go 
Erst into a gigantic “coffee mill.” 
It bites at these huge chunks, 
chi|H theni, md finally crushes 
tfrvrp—to pieces six inches or so 
in diameter. 
Two finer milk follow, ane after 
the other, reducing the stones to 
the size of coarse sand. After this, 
they must be ground in a great re­ 
volving cylinder half filled with 
steel balk, until every cubic foot 
of the rock has been reduced to 14 
billion pieces—until 85 per cent 
of them will shake through a sieve 
that will actually hokl water, a sieve 
with 40,000 boles to the square 
tn r h . 
And all af this is less than half the 
necessary grinding. The cool must 
be ground. For the object of a1! 
this fine grinding of the raw ma- 
teriak is only that it may be fused 
into crystalline clinkers. And to 
fuse it requires pulverized coal— 
or its equivalent. Most plants use 
pulverized coal. 
The coal must be ground as fine 
as the raw stone. Eighty-five per 
cent of it or thereabouts must go 
through the sieve that holds 
water. And that often means two 
grinding operations. 
There is still the clinker to be 
ground. It is glass-hard to begin 
with. It must be ground first to the 
fineness of sand, and then ground 
and reground in another cylinder 
of steel balk—until at least 78 per 
cent of it will go through the 
sieve woven finer than silk. 
Huge bowlders to an impalpable 
dust. Common coal to an impal­ 
pable dust, and finally, after the 
burning, glass-hard clinker to an 
impalpable dust That is the mak­ 
ing of cement. And eight heavy 
grinding operations are required 
in the process. 
Grinding is only one ai the lesser 
heat and power consuming oper­ 
ations in cement manufacture.

Farmers and all other voters, when they come to the polls next 
November, will be caller! upon to again vote for, or against, the 
anti-vivisection amendment. 
This question comes before the people 
again in very much the same form as that in which it was previously 
been defeated and should be clearly understood by the agricultural 
people at least before deciding how they shall vote. 
Regardless of a person's views for or against the principles of 
vivisection, it should be clearly stated that to the farmer the prac­ 
tices surrounding the development, manufacture and testing of bio­ 
logic products, such as anti-hog cholera serum and virus, anthrax 
serum and vaccine, blackleg vaccines, chicken-pox vaccine, etc., 
have been tho means of saving the lives of enormous numbers of 
livestock in addition to returning to the farmers much greater re­ 
turns than they could possibly secure were such treatments un­ 
known. 
This act would automatically prevent the manufacture 
and testing within the state of such products. 
The result of such 
regulati-r-n the farmers can easily see. 
While one section of the act intends to exempt common farm 
practices, such as branding, dehorning, castration, spaying and ca­ 
ponizing, it would not permit docking of lambs’ tails or placing 
nose rings on bulls. Tho fanners of all classes can easily determine 
what would be the result should they be punishable by fine of not 
less than SO days and not more than fib days, or both fine and im­ 
prisonment for the commitment of one of the usual and very com- 
con practices of lamb docking or ringing a bull.

representation, hefeby petition Di­ 
rector G. H. Hecke, of the Califor­ 
nia department of agriculture, 
to 
determine the best means of pre­ 
venting such misrepresentation in 
the future and to take such action 
as seems advisable to prevent the 
sale of spray materials which are 
ineffective for the control of in­ 
sects and fungi, and any which are 
seriously injurious to fruit or trees 
to which they are applied.”

4. Do not cut off budded limbs un­ 
til the buds have healed In. and in 
the case of fall top-working the 
limbs should not be cut off until 
spring. 
The tree should be white­ 
washed at the time the top is cut 
out. 
The first cut made in removing 
top-worked 
branches 
should 
be 
made about one foot above the bud. 
care being taken later to keep the 
suckers rubbed off the stub. This 
stub should be removed within a 
year, the cut being made at the 
bud. 
5. Do not allow the new top to be­ 
come too dense. 
Except for large 
limbs, 
one 
growing bud to each 
limb is sufficient.

“Citrus growers must now take 
the initiative in the developing of 
legislation that will 
prevent 
the 
shipping of fruits damaged from 
frost or other causes.” 
A. A. Brock, horticultural com­ 
missioner of Orange county, today 
made this emphatic statement, in 
diacussing the decision of the state 
supreme court Monday in declaring 
the California fruit and vegetable 
standardization act of 1921 void. 
At the same time he pointed out 
that the decision in no way invali­ 
dates the 1915 act concerning the 
shipment of damaged fruits. 
The 
latter, however, is held by growers 
to be impractical, according to F. 
W. Read, of Sacramento, ti charge 
of the bureau of standardization of 
the state department of agriculture. 


New Law la Urged 


G. H. Hecke. director of the state 
department of agriculture, regard­ 
ing frost legislation for citrus fruit, 
also emphasized the importance of 
citrus growers getting together and 
forming a legislative act to be pre­ 
sented at the next session of the 
state legislature. 
“The decision makes it absolute­ 
ly imperative that the citrus fruit 
industry decide immediately upon 
legislation which will more 
ade­ 
quately protect their Interests,’’ de­ 
clared Hecke yesterday before his 
departure for Riverside, following 
his visit here to attend the meeting 
of walnut and citrus men at Bt. 
Ann's Inn Monday evening. 
“ The 
department 
felt 
many 
limes during the disastrous freeae 
last season that the present Jaw 
was inadequate. 
It was for that 
reason that through mutual agree­ 
ment T. H. Peppers filed the caae 
that resulted in the court decision. 
It was to teat the legality of the 
law. 


Atmosphere is Cleared 


“The decision clears the atmo­ 
sphere materially, and informs us 
definitely 
that 
new 
and 
better 
legislation must be framed for pre­ 
sentation to the comiug session of 
the legislature. 
“ While the decision does not af­ 
fect the statute of 1915, under the 
terms of which the shipment of or­ 
anges is regulated 
after 
drying 
tots in, there la nevertheless a real 
need for proper and better legis­ 
lation covering the 
entire 
situa­ 
tion,"’ 
Read, in discussing the situation, 
pointed out that the initiative 
in 
new legislation must 
come 
from 
the growers and not from the state 
department of agriculture. 
"It is strictly a problem of the 
growers and It would seem pre­ 
sumptions for the state department 
to attempt to secure the legisla­ 
tion,” said Read. 
"O fficials of the 
department, however, are willing 
to confer with groups of growers 
whenever and wherever they may 
desire to discuss points to be cov­ 
ered in new legislation.’’ 
He (.ailed attention to the fact 
that the situation prior to the de­ 
cision had been fully recognized 
and was the subject of a great 
deal of discussion at meetings of 
the citrus league. 
The organisa­ 
tion, so far, has not been able to 
agree definitely on what form leg­ 
islation should take, Read said. He 
anticipated 
the 
decision 
would 
force the m atter and that the Cit­ 
rus league and other organizations 
directly concerned, aa well as the 
growers them selves, would 
make 
special effort to develop new leg­ 
islation that will be effective 
in 
preventing frosted fruit being ship 
ped, and protect the reputation of 
California fruit in the m arkets of 
the East.
